S.0.2374(E). m exercise of the powers conferred by section 2 of the United Nations 
(Security Council) Act, 1947 (43 of 1947), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following amendments in the Implementation of Security Council Resolution on 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea Order, 2007, namely:- 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Implementation of Security Council Resolution 

on Democratic People’s Republic of Korea (Amendment) Order, 2009. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 . In the Implementation of Security Council Resolution on Democratic Peoples 
Republic of Korea Order, 2007 (hereinafter referred to as the said Order), in the 
preamble, in the first paragraph, for the word “Schedule", the word and letter 
“Schedule I" shall be substituted. 

3. In the said order, in paragraph 2, in sub-paragraph (a), after the words “Republic of 
Korea”, the words, figures and brackets “and includes the Resolution 1874(2009)” 
shall be inserted. 

4. In the said Order in paragraph 3, - 

(i) in sub-paragraph (a), - 

(a) after the words “supply, sale or transfer", the words “including training, 
advice, service or assistance in any manner” shall be inserted; 

(b) in item (i), after the words “the United Nations Register of Conventional 
Arms”, the words “and all other arms” shall be inserted; 

(c) in item (ii), after the letter and figures “S/2006/815”, the words, letter, 
figures and brackets “(including document S/2009/205), S/2006/853*, 
S/2009/364, INFCIRC/254/Rev.9/Part la and INFCIRC/254/Rev.7/ Part 
2a”, shall be inserted. 

(ii) in sub-paragraph (d), after the words “persons or entities designated by the 
Committee or by the Security Council”, the words “as listed in Schedule II” 
shall be inserted. 

(iii) in sub-paragraph (e), after the words “persons designated by the Committee 
or by the Security Council”, the words “as listed in Schedule IT shall be 
inserted. 

(iv) after sub-paragraph (f), the following sub-paragraphs shall be inserted, 
namely:- 

“ (g) inspect, in accordance with, provisions of all laws for the time being in force, 
all cargo to and from Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, including 
seaports and airports, if there are reasonable grounds to believe that such 
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cargo contains items the supply, sale, transfer or export of which is 
prohibited under sub-paragraphs (a), (b) and (c) above; 


(h) inspect vessels, with the consent of the flag State on the high seas, if there 
is information that provides reasonable grounds to believe that the cargo of 
such vessels contains items the supply, sale, transfer, or export of which is 
prohibited under sub-paragraphs (a), (b) and (c) above and if the flag State 
does not consent to inspection on the high seas, the flag State shall direct 
the vessel to proceed to an appropriate and convenient port for the required 
inspection by the local authorities; 

(i) seize and dispose of items the supply, sale, transfer or export of which is 
prohibited under sub-paragraphs (a), (b) and (c) above or that are identified 
in inspections pursuant to paragraphs (g) and (h) above, after obtaining the 
consent of the Central Government; 

(j) submit promptly to the Committee reports containing relevant details on the 
inspection, seizure and disposal carried out in pursuant to sub-paragraphs 
(g), (h) and (i) above, 

(k) prohibit the provision by Indian nationals or from India of bunkering services, 
such as provision of fuel or supplies, or other servicing of vessels, if there 
are reasonable grounds to believe that they are carrying items the supply, 
sale, transfer or export of which are prohibited under sub-paragraphs (a), (b) 
and (c), above.”
